We know now that it 
was all for nothing, because there 
was nothing wrong about America’s 
signature to the Paris agreement. 

More recently, just a few days ago, 
ihe same process went on with re- 
spect to America’s suggestion of a 
conference for the further limitation 
of armament. Indeed, the same thing 
goes oi frequently as between Amer- 
jean ond France, as between America 
and Japan, as between America and 
various other countries. What sounds 
right in America sounds wrong in 
France or Japan and vice versa. 
Neither the correspondents nor the 
papers are primarily to blame. It is 
rather the politicians of the various 
countries who need to learn a larger 
sense of responsibility. 

Seek Popularity. 

Politicians in each country say 
things designed to make them popiuar 
with their own people. If these 
things include phrases likely to seem 

npieasant to the people of another 

t ntry, the politicians either forget 
« Toat or ignore it. Americans h:-.e 
no votes in Japan or France. French- 
men and Japanese have no votes in 
Ameriea. Politicians of all countries 
must learn that an arrangement or a 
eonference between two conntries 
must be good for both countries, or 
otherwise it should not be made or 
held. In their speeches. they must 
reflect the mutual good, and rot 
mereiy emphasize the advantage to 
iheiv own country in such a way as 
io seem to imoly disadvantage to the 
other.

SCIENTISTS PLAN 
BIG ADVANCEMENT 
IN OIL RESEARCH 


leum Presents Remark- 
able Phenomenon in In- 
dustry, Herty Declares. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Baltimore, Md., Avril %.—A vast 
program of oil fesearch has been 
framed by a commission of 11 leading 
scientists,. and its operation only 
awaits the sanction of the financial 
leaders of this industry, Dr. Charles 
H. Herty, of New York, president of 
the Synthetic Organic Chemica! 
Manufacturers’ association, declared 
in an address today before the divi- 
sion of industrial and engineering 
chemistry of the American chemical 
society in session here. 

Entrance of the research chemists 
into this field will greatly enhance 
the national wealth, asserted Dr. 
Herty, describing amazing advances in 
synthetic organic chemical manefac- 
ture in the United States. 


Appropriate financial provisions, 
now under consideration, will inaugu- 


rate a new epoch im American oil in 
the belief of Dr. Herty. 


‘. Remarkable Phenomenon. 
“Our great national asset of petro- 
leum,” he said, “presents’a remarkable 
phenomenon, yet somewhat typical of 
the past history of our industry. It 
is estimated that about nine billion 
dollars have been invested in the 
American. Petroleum industry. The 
raw material, 
past been subjected only to certain 
physical processes, chiefly fractional 
distillation, with a limited amount of 
purification by simple chemical meth-

Jeffersonville, Ga., April 7.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Many thousand acres of cut- 
over land a few miles west of this 
place have been swept by fire within 
the past two weeks. A number of ten- 
ant houses mostly unoccupied, have 
heen burned and the excuse given for 
the spread of the flames is an effort 
to exterminate boll weevils. 

This practice of burning over vast 
arreage of timbered land in effort to 
destroy the cotton pest was begun 
by ignorant negroes, who it is believed 
here, thought by starting a fire all 
the pests and snakes would be burned.

German people. One wonders that 
the dibacle of ‘the Hohenzollern fami- 
lv and the proclamation of the re- 
public wa& not at the same time a 
signal fos an unchaining of pent-up 
passion and misery that might have 
swept Europe into absolute chaos: It 
speaks well for the fundamental con- 
ceptions of the German nation in 
freedom and democracy that it did 
rot lose ‘.s head and did not give in 
to the feeling of utter despair that 
came toward the close of the war. It 
is wrong to think the German people 
did not suffer in that great conflict.

“The French 


Scare.”’ 


A discussion on French militarism 
brings a “‘neutral” observeg in a Swiss 
journal to remark that France was as 
war-like as Germany afd perhaps 
even more so, since the defeat of 1871. 
And he adds: “Since 1871 the French 
had never any occasion to dread a 
German attack but they precipitated 
it in 1914 by partaking in the Anglo- 
Russian policy of encirclement of 
the Reich.” History does not bear 
out this contention. Europe was 
thrown into a panic as early as 1875 
by an article in The London Times 
from the pen of the celebrated De 
Blowitz entitled “The French Scare.” 
After assuring himself ofthe au- 
thenticity of certain documents. 
The Times’ correspondent threw a 
bombshell into the wortd by quoting 
General Von Moltke’s plans for a 
complete annihilation of the French 
republic by a second war and by an 
cecupation of Paris and the coast 
cities in addition to exacting an 
enormous tribute. Blowitz makes it 
clear in his “Memoirs” that onlv a 
difference of opinion between Bis- 
marck and Von Moltke prevented the 
immediate “crushing of France.’ The 
war supplies had already been mdved 
ta the French frontier. Afterwards 
came the famous Morocco incident, 
when Germany dispatched the Pan- 
ther to Angadir. War seemed more 
imminent then than it did even a week 
after the murder of Archduke Ferdi- 
nant in 1914.

HEALTH TALKS

MASSAGE OF THE EAR DRUM. 

Considerable benefit is often derived 
from massage of the tymranic mem- 
brane—the ear drum—in cases of an- 
noying head noises (tinnitus), vertigo, 
faintness, and deafness. Impressive 
apparatus is frequently used for this 
purpose, the phychological effect being 
perhaps of some yalue in the cases of 
persons who like to try novel treat- 
ments. But the actual physical effects 
of the massage.may be obtained nearly 
if not quite as well by the use of one’s 
own hands as by the use of apparatus. 
Self massage by hand is more likely to 
be applied regularly... It can scarcely 
do any harm. 

One method is this: Insert the pulp 
of the middle finger in the opening of 
the ear canal (one or both ears), 
drawing the tragus. (that little tab in 
front of the opening) forward and 
pressing the finger as deeply into the 
canal as possible without discomfort. 
The idea is to ‘get the pulp of the 
finger firmly seated in the opening of 
the ear canal. Now, by very slight 
vibration or pumping. movements in 
and out you furnish a massage which 
influences the ear drug chiefly by 
suction. The movements may be car- 
ried on as slowly as one in a second or 
as rapidly as eight or ten in a second. 
and for a period of one to two minutes, 
regularly two or three times daily. 

Another method not quite so effec- 
tive, though easier to use, is ‘this: 
Place the flat of the hand over the ear 
as you would if you were trying to 
shut out all sound, and alternately 
press the hand against the ear and 
release the pressure with a pumping 
movement. If the palm is in contact 
in just the right way this will influ- 
ence the ear drum, chiefly by air com- 
pression. 

These methods. of massaging the 
ear drum are not likely to work any 
miracle and I suggest them only for 
the use of persons subject to chronic 
deafness, vertigo, or head noises due 
to ear trouble.

Dr. Marx still. were united 
in their determination to pick a can- 
didate who would make a strong ap- 
peal to the voters and that his identi- 
tv and platform would be announced 
Wednesday.

francs in paper money had been ex- 
ceeded, although rumors to that ef- 
fect have been current on the bourse 
for several weeks.

The 
money is in circulation to an amount 
of about two billion more than au- 
thorized by law, and the situation 
must be made regular. 

Section one of the financial bill in- 
troduced in the chamber of deputies 
this afternoon reads: 
The maximum of paper circulation 
by the Bank of France and_£ its 
branches, which was fixed at 41,000,- 
000.000 franes in i920, is raised tem- 
porarily to 45,000.000.000 francs. It 
mav be diminished by decree. 

The convention made April 7, 
1925. between the minister of fi- 
nance and the gevernor of the Bank 
of Franee is sanctioned. 

The tirst article of Section Says: 

“The minister of finance is au- 
thorized to accept subseriptions giv- 
ing the right to government per- 
petual stock. which will be inscribed 
in a special section in the public 
debt record.” 

Three Per Cent Issue. 

The remaining six articles in this 
section fix the interest on the stock 
thus issued at 3 per cent and give 
a list of securities which will be ac- 
cepted in payment of the voluntary 
loan—treasury bonds, sbort and 
long-term government stocks and 
commercial paper with three signa- 
tures accepted by the Bank of France. 

The third section of the bill defines 
the classes of wealth which must pay 
the exception subscription, such as 
real «estate, agricultural profits, in- 
dustrial and commercial profits, mines 
aud stocks, the text thus confirming 
) forecasts that salaries would not 

included in this category. 

The bill says that those failing to 
pay the exceptional subscription to 
the extent of one-tenth of their wealth 
will be subject to an exceptional tax 
to that amount or to the amount they 
fail to pay. 

The preamble to the financial bill 
admits that the authorized amaunt of 
paper currency issuable by the Bank 
of France has heen exceeded. as the 
hank has made advances to the state 
bevond the legal limit.

Logan, who was 26 vears old, sailed 
from New York on September 9 for 
Athens, Greece, to spend a year or 
more in the study of archaeology and 
Greek.

1918 with an A. B. degree. He 
was a master of Greek and Latin 
Jangauges and made high marks at 
Emory.

The first number on the program, 
the reading of Browning's “Abt, Vog- 
ler,” by George Hinman, with piano

Yesterday’s decision, whieh was 
taken at the instance of the central 
committee of the German communist 
party, was endorsed at a plenary sit- 
ting of the Communist Internationale. 

Radek's differences with the Ger- 
man communist party date from the 
time of the failure of the Bolshevik 
revolution in Germany, an event which 
figured largely in last year’s party 
campaign against Trotzky. Radek, 
who is of Polish-Jewish origin, is re- 
garded as one of the most brilliant 
writers and speakers of present-day 
Russia. He is generally credited with 
a knowledge of international affairs 
eaualled only by Trotzky. He is class- 
ed bv communist colleagues as “‘irre- 
econcilable”’ as always urging greater 
democracy and reforms within the

Washington, April 7.—Decision of 
the Geneva commission of interna- 
tional jurists to take up the ques- 
tion of territorial waters as one of 
four_ projects of international law 
codification to be considered at its 
present session attaches new import- 
ance to the similar plan worked out 
by the American international law 
stitute for the coming Ameriean 
law codification conference in Rio de 
Janeiro, 


Draft conventions on “national do-| 
rmain’ 


_ and “‘jurisdiction” framed by 
the institute embody recent thought 
by experts in all American repub- 
lies on the questiens now before the 
Geneva gathering. 

The proposals leave the off-shore 
extent of “territorial sea” fo be in- 
ted, but they would establish a 
definite rule that the outer boun- 
dary of such sea within which the 
possessing nation could exercise ab- 


solute sovereignty, would follow “the | 


sinuosities of the coast” except as 
to bays of stipulated width at the 
mouth and with both coasts under the 
same sovereignty. In such cases a 
straight line across the mouth of the 
bay Is provided for, while in “inter- 
national bays,” where the shore js 
owned by two nations, “the sinuosites” 


‘rule would prevail. 


The convention also would declare 
sovereignty over “the bottom = and 
subsoil” of territorial sea, fix rules for 
exact location of boundaries that fall 
in international rivers or channels and 
otherwise standardize practice to elim’ 
inate disputes. 

_Novel proposals came in the “juris- 
diction” convention. It would con- 
fer the general right to continue, with- 
in the zone contiguous to territorial] 
seas” the pursuit of a vessel com- 
menced within territorial waters, and 
to bring the vessel before its (the 
territorial sovereign’s) courts.” 
= A supplemental provision is that 

the American republics may extend 
their jurisdiction beyond the terri- 
torial sea, parallel with such sea. for 
an additional distance of marine 
miles, for reasons of safety and in 
order to assure observance of sani- 
tary and customs regulations.”

Chicago, April 7.—Developinents in 
the drama of germs, death and _ bail 
motions in the McClintock case cen- 
tered Tuesday around the efforts of 
Judge Harry A. Olson and the state's 
attorney’s office to corroborate the 
confession of “Dr.” CC.

Campbell told Hoerger’ that he 
could preduce two witnesses who 
would swear that Hoerger told them 
he supplied Faiman with typhoid 
germs. Hoerger defied him to do so. 

Meanwhile William Scott Stewart 
made the first move in his fourth at- 
tempt to secure the release.on bonds 
of William D. Shepherd, who is con- 
fined in the county jail. Stewart 
filed with the state supreme court 
a brief containing two dozen legal 
citations attempting to prove his con- 
tention that the proof against Shep- 
herd “is not great.”

In Powder Blast

Hanover. Mass., April 7.—One man 
was. killed, several persons were 
severely burned and damage esti- 
mated at more than $50,000 was 
caused today when a spark from a 
new powder mixing machine ignited 
hundreds of pounds of, black gun 
powder at the plant of the National 
Fire Works company, here. A score 
of smal] buildings used as mixing sheds 
were destroyed. The four larger 
buildings of the plant were saved. 

The eharred body of Maynard 
Goodwin, of Hanover, an expert in ex- 
plosives, was found near the site of 
a shed in which the first explosion 
occurred. 

The new machine, which was being 
tested at the plant for the first time, 
was blown into fragments. Officials 
of the company said that more than 
2, pounds of black gun powder 
was in the little building at the time. 

The plant, situated on a wooded 
tract in North Hanover, consists of 
several hundred small buildings. 

The trees and brush caught fire 
from the explosions and it was with 
the greatest difficulty that a force 
of 150 firemen fought the flames away 
from the powder magazine and the 
shipping department in which were 
stored hundreds of tons of finished 
product.

S. Hunt, said to be a wealthy 
chemist of Water Street, New York 
City, 70 years old, and Jesse M. Me- 
Carley, 50, of Stuart, Fla., 40 miles 
north of here, were drowned near 
Stuart this afternoon when rough 
seas broke about McCarley’s 28-foot 
cabin cruiser in which he and Hunt 
were returning from a fishing trip 
in the ocean. 

The drowning occurred on the bar 
of the Stuart inlet following a series 
of gigantic breakers. Whether the 
waves washed both men overboard or 
if one lost his life in attempting 
to save the other is unknown. 

The body of Hunt late this after- 
noon washed ashore five miles south 
of Stuart and was taken to Miami 
tonight. He is said to’ have a step- 
son living in Paris. 

Tonight scores of bonfires and hun- 
dreds of men are lining the beach 
from Stuart. watching for MeCarley’s 
body. McCarley was a business man 
of Stuart and leaves a wife and two 
children. 


RUSSIA TO DOUBLE 
ITS POWER SUPPLY 


Washington, April 7.—Soviet Rus- 
sia has completed the first step of its 
nrogram designed ultimately to dou- 
ble its present supply of electric 
power, the Russian information bu- 
reau announced today, quoting advices 
from Moscow tbat existing power 
plants had been restored to full cap- 
acitvy of about 1.500.000 kilowatts. 

Seven regional power stations are 
to be established, it was added, with 
provisions already made for expendi- 
tures totaling $70,000,000 by Oc- 
tober.

Torn With Strife 


At Convention 


Independence, Mo., April 7.—Inter- 
nal strife has torn the ranks of the 
reorganized church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints, and complete dis- 
organization is threatened. 

Precept—as taught by Joseph 
Smith, founder of the church—is align- 
ed against incipient modernism, thie 
general conference here Tuesday de- 
veloped, and only allegiance to one 
or the other can preserve the church 
from a serious split. 

Already bitterly divided over churen 
government, the conference was 
thrown into an uproar when President 
Frederick M. Smith, church prophet 
and grandson of the founder, asked 


that supreme directional control of the | 


church be vested in him. 

At the same time—adhering to his 
grandfather's teaching President 
Smith submitted a document providing 
that the echurch’s policies be subject 
to review by the conference. 

Smith’s pronouncement, in reality 
a request for a vote of confidence, 
caught the 1,200 delegates unawares, 
and immediately faction flames were 
engendered. 

“Acceptance of my manifesto will 
preserve harmony in our organiza- 
ion,” 

Scores of delegates, led by E. S. 
Long, Smith’s. chief antagonist, leap- 
ed to their feet. 

“We want no dictator,” Long shout- 
ed. “We have never had one despite 
nrecept. I hate autocracy, I despise 
Mormonism, and I am unalterably op- 
posed to President Smith's proposals.
